On the night of July 16, 1918, the jailers led 
the Czar of Russia and his family to the cellar 
of the house in which they had been held prison- 
ers. They were placed at the end of the cellar 
and the sentence was hurriedly pronounced by 
torchlight. The Czar is said to have stepped for- 
ward to say something, but he was shot through 
the head with a revolver. A moment later there 
was a general fusillade. The executioners then 
pierced the bodies of the victims with bayonets 
and beat them with their rifle butts. The Grand 
Duchess Tatania is said to have recovered con- 
sciousness, but to have been struck down finally. 
In the course of the next few days the bodies 
were taken to an isolated spot in the city, soaked 
in oil and burned. Since then, atheistic propa- 

ganda has poured out of Russia to the rest of the 
wala | in a never ending stream. 


The following press report was circulated 
from Lawrence, Kansas, by the United Press on 
May 25th of this year: 


“Charges by Major M. A. Palen of Kansas 
City that communism exists on the campus of 
the University of Kansas may be investigated by 
school authorities, it was indicted here today, 
though no definite steps in this direction have 
been taken by faculty members. 


“Citing The Dove, a school paper allegedly an 
advocate of Free Thinking as an example, Major 
Palen declared in an address last night there is a 
communistic group in existence here. 


“Not only at the University of Kansas but in 
many other schools of the country there is a de- 
cided increase in communism, the army officer de- 
clared. Major Palen stated communists are us- 
ing students to spread their propaganda over 
the country. 


“Major Palen cited articles in The Dove as 
examples of communistic propaganda being dis- 
seminated in the schools. He said the paper 
should be suppressed. 

“Several faculty members have expressed dis- 
approval of the paper for its expressed views on 
various matters.” 


William Allen White, well known writer and 
editor endorses this atheistic magazine, in these 
words: (quoted from “The Dove’) “I like your 
little pink sheet. I read it through. It is good. 
Don’t be afraid to discuss the serious things in a 
serious way. You have done it admirably. A 
lot of things I wouldn’t have done; but a lot of 
a I would have done, you wouldn’t have 

one. 


Charles F. Scott, president of the Board of 
Trustees, Emporia College (a Presbyterian 
school) is quoted as saying: “It is pleasant to be 
assured The Dove has not belied its name and 
become a bird of prey. It is a striking testimon- 
ial to the value of your work that you are able to 
keep the paper afloat upon the sales alone.” 


Other men quoted as endorsing this paper 
are: W. Morgan, Upton Sinclair, Freeman 
Hopwood, Sinclair Lewis, etc. 


Of course the atheistic and radical sentiment 
of this publication does not express the feeling of 
the majority of students and teachers of Kansas 
University, but it shows to what extremes the 
present materialistic psychology now in possession 
of the schools can lead. If it is true, as we be- 
lieve, that the large majority of officials and stu- 
dents do not subscribe to the message and methods 
of this magazine, should it not be forbidden to

THE SAN JOSE MEETING 


This “item” is being prepared on 
the train while traveling from Cali- 
fornia to Kansas. Last Sunday night, 
July 17th, I completed four months 
work in the Gold State. Next Sun- 
day, the 24th, I will begin, with Rev. 
F. L. Rose, a rapid-fire drive for 
“The Defenders” to continue six 
weeks, in Kansas. 


During the last four months, I have 
lectured in perhaps fifty California 
cities. Being called away from the 
state a few days in May, to attend 
the World’s Christian Fundamentals 
Ass’n., Convention at Atlanta, I re- 
turned nine weeks ago. Since that 
time I have held meetings in Manteca, 
Turlock, Mountain View, Oakland, 
Reedley, Visalia, Salinas, Paso 
— Pasadena, Placentia and San 

ose. 


In this “item” I will describe brief- 
ly my largest meeting, the one in San 
Jose, which closed last Sunday night, 
the 17th. The meeting was under the 
auspices of the First Baptist Church. 
Eleven lectures were delivered to 
audiences numbering about 13,000 
persons. 


Rev. W. K. Towner. is pastor of the 
Church, but was away during the 
campaign, engaged in a revival meet- 
ing in Oakland. In his absence, a 
group of efficient laymen officiated. 
Mr. J. R. Elder handled the platform 
work and Mrs. Mabel Isenberger di- 
rected the song services. 


There was every indication of the 
Spirit’s presence upon the meeting 
from beginning to end. Some nights 
the atmosphere seemed charged with 
the power of the Holy Spirit. About 
1,000 persons were present for the 
first lecture on “Science and Reli- 
gion”. By Friday night, we had about 
1,400 present, at which time I spoke 
on, “Mussolini and the Second Com- 
ing of Christ.” 


When I arrived at the Church for 
the last lecture on “Applied Chris- 
tianity’, the ushers had a crowd esti- 
mated at 2,000 packed into the build- 
ing and were turning people away. 
On Sunday afternoon of the same 
day, about 700 men attended the lec- 
ture for men only. All this, in spite 
of the hot weather. 


The Church has one of the largest 
and most powerful radio broadcasting 
stations on the Pacific Coast. Nine 
of my lectures were sent out over the 
air. The operator estimated that no 
less than 4,000 radios were tuned in 
each week night and perhaps 15,000 
the last Sunday night. Thus, stand- 
ing in San Jose, it was my joy to 
speak in many states. An avalanche 
of letters poured in from the radio 
audiences. A few such letters are 
quoted below:

WORLD’S WORK.” 


During these eighteen months, the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism, whose avowed 
purpose is to undermine faith in God, 
oppose churches and fight all forms 
of religion, has established chapters 
in twenty colleges, several high 
schools, begun teaching Atheism on 
one ship of the United States Navy, 
and affiliated with “itself a number 
of members of college faculties.”

Virgin Birth, and warns children not 
to let the Bible make fools of them 
and to beware of its dirty stories. 
And, according to President Charles 
Smith, the Association is just getting 
a start. The scientists, he says, are 
a ‘splendid help.’ A questionnaire 
recently sent out, he reports, shows 
75 per cent of the scientists to be 
agnostics and atheists, and they ‘are 
pointing to the fact that there is no 
soul, no continuation after life, and no 
proof of a God.’ Even with this 
much accomplished in_ eighteen 
months, Mr. Smith believes that the 
atheistic society should have done bet- 
ter with the ‘easy field’ before it. 
THE 4 A’s, as the society is termed, 
has made a nine-point program: 


‘1. ALL CHURCHES SHALL BE TAX- 
ED. 


‘2. CHAPLAINS IN CONGRESS, LEG- 
ISLATURE, AND IN THE ARMY AND 
NAVY, SHALL BE DONE AWAY WITH. 


‘8. APPROPRIATIONS OF PUBLIC 
MONEY FOR SECTARIAN USE SHALL BE 
STOPPED. 


‘4. THE BOOTLEGGING (THEIR 
PHRASE) OF THE BIBLE AND RELIGION 
INTO THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF AMERICA 
SHALL CEASE. 


‘5. NO RELIGIOUS FESTIVAL OR FAST 
SHALL BF RECOGNIZED BY THE STATE. 


‘6. THE BIBLE SHALL NO LONGER 
BE USED TO ADMINISTER AN. OATH. 


*7, SUNDAY AS A RELIGIOUS SAB- 
BATH SHALL NO LONGER BE ENFORCED 
BY LAW.

Mr. Croy, writing in THE 
WORLD’S WORK, tells of attending 
a meeting of THE DAMNED SOULS 
of | a eam University, in these 
words: 


“The first college atheist body to be 
organized in the United States 
through the influence of the 4 A’s— 
as the American Association for the 
Advancement of Atheism, Inc., is 
called by its members—was at the 
University of Rochester, Rochester, 
New York, a Baptist institution. The 
students there chose as their name 
‘The Damned Souls’, and this name 
has been copied by other college or- 
ganizations over the country. Since 
it is the oldest of the college organi- 
zations, I arranged to attend a meet- 
ing to find out, if I could, just what 
goes on at a college atheistic meet- 
ing. Through a bit of management 
I was allowed to attend, as these or- 
ganizations usually meet behind 
closed doors. 


“I was particularly interested in 
Salvatore Russo, president of the 
Damned Souls. 


“The meeting was held in Russo’s 
home. His father is a manufacturer 
of spaghetti in Rochester, and the 
family occupies a two-family house, 
having both the upstairs and the 
downstairs. The Damned Souls met 
in the upper part. 


“Seventeen members were present, 
seven of the number present being 
girls. It is, I found, the proportion 
that holds through the organization 
and the number out was about the 
average number. The subject at this 
meeting was not religious, as each 
time the subject changes. Two 
speakers, who had been previously 
chosen among the members, were as- 
signed the subject, ‘Resolved, that 
marriage is an antiquated institution 
and should be abolished.’ 


“The speaker who had the affirma- 
tive launched with spirit and dash 
into an attack on marriage. ‘I pity 
my honourable opponent on the other 
side,’ said he. ‘First we must get 
rid of the idea that marriage has any- 
thing to do with religion. Of course, 
there are pagan rites hanging on to 
it like mistletoe to a dead tree, but 
the church grabbed marriage and for 
centuries had a throttle hold on it. 
Now, thank goodness, we’re beginning 
to tear its fingers off.’ 


“He attacked marriage as a worn- 
out institution. It had no logic, it 
wasn’t good psychoanalysis, and it 
hadn’t anything to do with morality. 


“The children are the only things 
we have to consider,” he said, “and 
they have nothing to do with morals.” 
He had no solution as to what to do 
with children born outside of wedlock. 


“The whole affair was conducted 
as a debate. The other speaker de- 
fended marriage on _ sentimental 
grounds and for the sake of the child- 
ren, but he had the unpopular side at 
that meeting. The first speaker was 
allowed a rebuttal. The popular de- 
cision was for the affirmative. Seem- 
ingly the girls were as much in favor 
of it as were the boys. 


“The formal meeting broke up and 
groups of twos and threes began to 
discuss different aspects of marriage.

| John Wesley And 


Fundamentalism 
By Pror. G. W. RIDOUT 











In his tract on “Thoughts of 
Methodism,” issued in 1786, John 
Wesley asks “What is the Fundamen- 
tal Doctrine of the Bible?” His ans- 
wer is this: “That the Bible is the 
whole and sole rule both of Christian 
life and practice.” In one of his ser- 
mons he says: “From the very begin- 
hing of the Methodist movement, 
from the time that four young men 
united together each one of them was 
a man of one book. ... They had 
one and only one rule of judgment 
with regard to their tempters’ words 
and actions; namely, the oracles of 
God. They were one and all deter- 
mined to be Bible Christians.” 


Bishop Candler, writing on Wesley, 
said: “He did not come with an ad- 
vanced theology commended to the 
casual mind by the tinsel of novelty 
and the airs of originality. He de- 
eclared in trumpet tones that the re- 
ligion he proposed for acceptance was 
not a recent invention, saying 
‘Methodism is the old religion of the 
Bible, the religion of the primitive 
Church.’ ” 


Dr. Fosdick, in his address before 
the New York Methodist Preachers’ 
Meeting, said: ‘We need an improved 
brand of Christians. We need Chris- 
tians who have grown up from a bor- 
rowed faith to a real faith of their 
own. . . . How many people are there 
in our churches who have never 
grown up religiously? You ask them 
if they believe in God and they say 
‘yes.’ If you ask them ‘why’ they 
would have to say that they believe 
in God because somebody told them.” 

Now, of course, D.. Fosdick is 
knocking against the idea of doctrine 
or creed and the old-time theology 
which John Wesley was referring to. 


Dr. Fosdick, however, evidently has 
no more respect for St. Paul than he 
has for Wesley and other theologians 
when he objects to people holding a 
“borrowed” faith because they were 
told it. He utterly forgets or ignores 
Romans 10:14: ‘How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have not be- 
lieved and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard and 
how shall they hear without a preach- 

? So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God.” 


Dr. Fosdick wants everybody to 
work out a faith of their own. John 
Wesley urged that faith cometh by 
the Word of God and believing the 
Gospel. Dr. Fosdick is making 
critics, skeptics, atheists, worldlings, 
Moderuists! John Wesley, with the 
old gospel and the old-time religion, 
changed the moral complexion of his 
age and produced a great revival of 
grace in which untold multitudes 
were converted. Fosdick kills the re- 
vival; Wesley promoted it. Fosdick 
and his Modernistic group fill the 
land with unbelievers and irreligion. 
Wesley covered the land with salva- 
tion through the precious blood. 
Methodism is here because John Wes- 
ley was converted to God in the old- 
fashioned way. If Dr. Fosdick had 
lived in John Wesley’s age he would 
have repudiated the Holy Club, de- 
cried Wesley’s Evangelism, denounced 
his doctrines and knocked the revival. 
He would be found among that group 
of professors and “higher ups” to 
whom Wesley preached at Oxford 
University and cried “In the name 


of the Lord God Almighty what re- 
ligion are you of?” 


God pity the Methodists of this 
age whose chief editor is a Fosdick 
man and whose bishops—some of 
them (Bishop Locke especially) en- 
dorse Fosdick and advertise his 
books. A Methodist who follows 
Fosdick’s theology has as high a hope 
of salvation by grace as he would 
have if he followed Voltaire or Bob 
Ingersoll. The question at Christ’s 
trial was Christ or Barrabas! The 
mob cried “Give us Barrabas.” The 
issue today in Methodism is Fosdick 
or Wesley! The big men at the top 
are saying: “Give us Fosdick, Wesley 
is behind the times.”

8. THE EARNEST OF THE SPIRIT. 
II Cor. 5:5, “Now He that hath 
wrought us for the self same thing is 
God who also hath given unto us the 
earnest of the Spirit.” When a man 
pays a thousand dollars down on a 
eontract for three thousand dollars, 
the first payment is the earnest money 
and is the guaranty of the payment of 
the remainder. In a like manner God 
involves Himself and His own faith- 
fulness by the earnest of the Spirit, 
which is the pledge that He will con- 
tinue a good work in our hearts until 
the day of the Lord Jesus. Let it be 
seen then that EVERY BELIEVER HAS 
THE EARNEST OR PLEDGE PAYMENT OF 
THE HoLy SPIRIT, which guarantees 
the completion of the divine contract 
on the part of Him who has begun a 
good work in our hearts. 


4. THE INDWELLING OF THE SPIRIT. 
Eph. 2:22. “In whom ye also are 
builded together for a habitation of 
God through the Spirit.” Likewise 
Paul says in Romans 8:9: “Now if 
any man have not the Spirit of Christ 
he is none of his.” Again in I Cor. 
6:19 we read, “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of God 
and ye are not your own?” Nothing 
could be clearer than the teaching of 
the Holy Word THAT THE HOLY SPIRIT 
DWELLS IN EVERY BELIEVER. There 
have been those who have sought to 
make a distinction in the promise of 
the Master with reference to the Holy 
Spirit who should come, when He says 
in John 14:16, “He dwelleth with you 
and shall be in you.” Such teachers 
would have us believe that the Spirit 
dwells WITH all believers but is only 
IN Spirit-filled believers. This teach- 
ing will not bear the light even of the 
local examination of the context for 
the contrast is rather between Christ 
the present Comforter and the Holy 
Spirit, the other Comforter, who 
should come. Christ as Comforter 
was with His disciples in the days of 
His flesh. The Holy Spirit as the 
Comforter should not only be WITH 
the disciples but IN them. The pre- 
diction relates, of course, to the com- 
ing of the Holy Spirit on the day of 
Pentecost and his abiding with all be- 
lievers for the age. The incoming of 
the Holy Spirit in the present dis- 
pensational epoch was on that won- 
derful day, and EVERY BELIEVING CHILD 
OF GOD HAS BEEN BORN INTO THE HERI- 
TAGE OF THE INDWELLING HOLY SPIRIT. 


5. Tue Spirit or ADOPTION. Ro- 
mans 8:15. “Ye have not received 
the Spirit of bondage again to fear, 
but ye have received the Spirit of 
adoption whereby we cry, ‘Abba, 
Father.’” This, of course, is the 
common heritage of every believer, 
for Paul says further in I Cor. 12:3: 
“No man can say that Jesus is the 
Lord but by the Holy Ghost.” ALL 
THOSE WHO ARE BORN AGAIN KNOW 
JESUS CHRIST AS SAVIOUR AND LORD 
BY THE HOLy SPIRIT OF ADOPTION. 


6. ACCESS BY THE SPIRIT. Eph. 
2:18. “For through Him we both 
have our access by one Spirit unto the 
Father.” Under the old dispensation 
there was no way of access for the 
brotherhood of believers in any indi- 
vidual and singular relation. Their 
access came through an intermediary, 
the High Priest, who made atonement 


for the praying multitude who waited 
outside the tabernacle. The Chris- 
tian, however, has access by the Holy 
Spirit to the Father, and is bidden to 
come boldly unto the throne of grace 
without the intermediary of any other 
human being and obtain mercy and 
find grace to help in time of need. 
(Heb. 4:16). EVERY BELIEVER HAS 
THEREFORE, ACCESS BY THE SPIRIT 
THROUGH THE LORD JESUS CHRIST. 


7. THE HELP OF THE SPIRIT IN 
PRAYER. Romans 8:26, “Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities; 
for we know not what WE should pray 
for as we ought; but the Spirit Him- 
self maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered.” 

This plural includes all believers. 
Every believer as he approaches God 
in prayer has the reinforcement of 
the Holy Spirit who makes interces- 
sion with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. It ought to be noted that 
this intercession by the Spirit is in- 
audible and unuttered. 


8. THE SEAL OF THE HOLY SPIRIT. 
Eph. 1:13-14, “In whom also after 
that ye believed ye were sealed with 
that Holy Spirit of promise which is 
the earnest of our inheritance, until 
the redemption of the purchased pos- 
session, unto the praise of His glory.” 
What the seal is may be determined 
from II Tim. 2:19, where the Apostle 
says, “Nevertheless the foundation of 
the Lord standeth sure, having this 
seal, The Lord knoweth them that 
are His. And let everyone that 
nameth the name of Christ depart 
from iniquity.” The ownership of 
the Lord in the believer is brought 
forth emphatically in John 10:28-29 
where Jesus says, “I give unto them 
eternal life and they shall never 
perish neither shall any man pluck 
them out of my hand. My Father 
which gave them me is greater than 
all and no man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand.” That the 
Hoy Spirit in His sealing of the ,be- 
licover als» puts the stamp of holiness 
uyon every new born soul is further 
indicated in Hebrews 3:1, where the 
writer salutes ther: as “Holy brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly calling.”

What has become to 
one sect an outward application, and 
what was in Old Testament times the 
outward sign of wisdom and separa- 
tion unto exalted service as in the 
case of Priests and Kings, becomes to 
every believer in the new birth an in- 
ward anointing by the Holy Spirit for 
wisdom and service. Every believer 
has the inward anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, and we who as natural men 
can not receive the things of the 
Spirit of God, by the new birth re- 
ceive the Spirit which is of God that 
we might know the things that are 
freely given us of God. (I Cor. 2:12): 
Of course it is one thing to possess 
such a privilege and it is quite an- 
other thing to recognize it and to al- 
low the life to come under its do- 
minating and holy spell. Bur THE

I have 
not always been sufficiently careful 
observe this distinction, but even 
though such Bible students as Dr, 
R. A. Torrey and Chas. G. Finney” 
speak of the Spirit-filled life as the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, I believe 
it is much safer to use the later Bible 
words, “filled with the Spirit,” than” 
to hark back to the “baptism of the 
Holy Spirit” and continuously use a” 
phrase unknown to the later books of 
the New Testament. For this pre- 
serves the essential distinction be- 
tween that initial baptism into the 
body of the Lord Jesus and any sube 
sequent experiences of the Holy 
Spirit in the enduement for se 
I certainly believe that all Christians 
have been baptized by the Holy Spirit 
into the body of Christ because the 
word of God plainly teaches this; but 
I believe with equal fervor that eve 
Christian should seek the filling 
the Holy Spirit. Let us avoid the 
deplorable misuse of the expression, 
“the baptism of the Holy Spirit” 
which characterizes some extremi 
of today who speak boastingly of hav: 
ing received their baptism and de-— 
preciatingly of others whom they af- 
firm have not yet received their spirit 
baptism. For every believer has been 
baptized by the Holy Spirit into the ~ 
body of Christ as the scripture af- 
firms, and the only proof of spiritual 
excellence is in the fruit of the Spirit 
as it demonstrates itself day after 
day in love, joy, peace, long-suffering, — 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance. (Gal. 5:22).

Kana- 
mori has rewritten the sermon several times and 
condensed it. He read it to a little girl and every 
word not understood by her was eliminated. The 
book is said to be a marvel of condensation, a 
“multum in parvo.” 


In a letter just received from this great spirit- 
ual leader he refers to the fact that he is over 
seventy years of age and he desires to evangelize 
Japan through this message. Kanamori says: 
“Perhaps this will be my last effort to glorify my 
Lord on this earth. J AM NOW CONCENTRATING 
MY WHOLE ENERGY FOR THIS ONE WORK OF SAVING 
A MILLION SOULS BEFORE THE LORD COMES.” Kana- 
mori has arranged with The Holiness Church of 
Japan to distribute these sermons.

souls. I am praying that He who has begun this 
great work of saving a million souls will also pro- 
vide means to carry this campaign to its comple- 
tion”. Kanamori‘ anticipates the question: 
Can it be done? His answer is: “It is a ques- 
tion of faith and not a question of possibility.” 
He refers to Gideon’s 300 soldiers as an illustra- 
tion of what God can do if not limited by unbe- 
lief, and then says: “Watch this drive for a mil- 
lion souls in Japan and you will see a practical 
demonstration of the power of the unadulterated 
gospel of Jesus Christ.” Dr. Kanamori will di- 
rect the campaign himself and will tour his coun- 
try to stir up the Christians to become aggressive 
soul winners.

The Greatest Busi- 
ness in the World. 


Message given at The Moody Bible Institute, by 
Paul W. Rood. 











The greatest business in the world is God’s 
business. “Wist ye not that I must be about my 
Father’s business?” Luke 2:49. Jesus came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. His busi- 
ness is the disciples business. “As my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you.” John 20:21. 
We are co-workers with God. Empowered by the 
indwelling Christ we are to witness for Him and 
win the lost. This is our main business in this 
world. We are to continue this work till Jesus 
comes. “Do business until I come.” Luke 19:18. 
The spirit of urgency should dominate us. 
“The king’s business requireth haste.” 


I. WHY SHOULD WE BE IN THIS BUSINESS? 


A humane feeling should lead us out into the 
work of soul winning. We are willing to do 
everything in our power to relieve physical dis- 
tress. The San Francisco earthquake, the Japan- 
ese earthquake, the Mississippi flood, and similar 
catastrophies call forth a wonderful generosity. 
This is true of all classes of people. When we 
Christian people think of the spiritual distres¢ 
existing among those who know not God, shoul 
we not be willing to sacrifice time, energy ana 
money to relieve such distress? We know some- 
thing about sin and its awful consequences. We 
know thai all have sinned and come short of the 


glory of God; that there is none righteous, no not 4 
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Christ are lost. We know that only Jesus can 
save. We have experienced His saving power, 
and the joy of salvation. If we have a humane 
feeling for our fellows, surely we should do every- 
thing in our power to tell them of Jesus, the won- 
derful Saviour of the lost. 


A recognition of our indebtedness should also 
inspire us to soul winning. Paul said, “J am a 
debtor’. He recognized his indebtedness to the 
Roman world as well as to his own people. He 
was ready to pay that debt. He had something 
to bring, namely, the gospel of Jesus Christ. We 
are debtors to our neighbors, to our home com- 
munity as well as to the regions beyond. The 
Lord is depending upon us to tell the story of His 
wondrous love. S. D. Gordon, in one of his books, 
has a very striking illustration of this fact. He 
imagines the scene when Jesus returned to 
heaven. Gabriel meets the Lord at the gate and 
looks at him reverently and says: “Jesus, it 
must have been difficult to be scorned and spat 
upon.” “Yes”, answered Jesus, “it was difficult.” 
“It must have been hard to go through the ex- 
perience of Gethsemane, to be nailed to the cross 
and to hang between heaven and earth for six 
long hours”, said Gabriel. “Yes, it was hard”, 
answered Jesus. “What provision have you made 
to let the world know of your redeeming love?” 
“J told Mary and Martha and Lazarus, and Peter 
and John”. “Yes, Lord, but suppose that Mary 
and all the rest of them forget to tell the story, 
what then?” “I have no other plan,” Jesus re- 
plied very slowly, “I am depending upon them”! 
It is indeed a solemn thought that the Lord has 
committed the work of evangelization into our 
hands, and He is depending upon us to tell the 
world of His wondrous redemption. How nec- 
essary it is for us to remind ourselves of those 
solemn words found in Ezekiel 33:8—“Jf thou 
dost not speak to warn the wicked from his way, 
that wicked man shall die in his iniquity; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand.” 


Obedience to the Lord is also a motive for soul 
winning. We call Jesus Lord, and then we are 
also duty bound to obey Him. Jesus said: “Be ye 
followers of me and I shall make you to become 
fishers of men”. Our duty is to follow Jesus. 
The implication is that if we follow Him, He will 
make us soul winners. Then it is also true that 
if we are not winning souls we are not following 
Jesus. The Lord also says: “Ye are my wit- 
nesses”. We are to witness to the world what we 
have seen and heard. If we have seen the beauty 
of Christ; if we have heard his message; if we 
have experienced His power, let us not fail to tell 
others about this wonderful Christ. 


Another reason why every Christian should be 
a soul winner is the assurance of reward. In 
Daniel 12:3 we read these words: “And they that 
be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many to righteousness 
as the stars for ever and ever.’ This verse has 
been exceedingly precious to me because it was 
given me as a life motto in the very beginning of 
my Christian life. There is a special promise of 
reward to those who win souls. There is a spe- 
cial crown for the soul winner. We should all be 
ambitious to secure this crown. When I had just 
been converted, at the age of fourteen, I received 


-@ message one day to go to the open air sanitor- 


ium on Mt. Tabor in Portland, Oregon. A young 
Norwegian sailor was on his death bed. He 
could not speak English, and I was requested to 
go and talk with him in his own language. When 
I came into the tent I saw a young man in the 
last stages of tuberculosis. I was inexperienced 
in Christian work. I knew nothing of the tech- 
nic of soul winning. I only knew that Jesus was 
my Saviour, that I loved Him, and that others 
needed to know about Him. I read a passage of 
Scripture, said a few words to my young friend 
and prayed for him. The next day I came back 
to see him. There was a new look on his counten- 
ance, and when I came into the tent he said: 
“Thank God, I am saved”! He told me about his 
Christian home back in Norway, and of the pray- 
ers of his parents. Now he was dying in a 
strange land and among a strange people, but he 
was so glad that his mother’s prayers had been 
answered, and Jesus was now his Saviour. J 
shall never forget the joy and satisfaction that 
came to my heart on that occasion. As I walked 
away from the tent it seemed to me that the grass 
had never been so green, the sky had never been 


so blue, and the birds had never sung so beauti- 
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‘fully. I had experienced the joy of soul winning. 


When the lady who had sent me to this young 
man heard about his death, she sent the following 
message to me: “Tell Paul there will at least be 
one star in his crown”, and then she gave me the 
text quoted a few minutes ago. Then and there 
Isaid: “Lord, if Thou canst use this boy in win- 
ning souls for Thee, take my life—here am I, 
send me.” I have never regretted my response to 
God’s call. There is reward here on earth for the 
soul winner. The greatest joy in the world is to 
introduce a soul to Jesus Christ. 


Il, WHAT ARE THE CONDITIONS OF SUC- 
CESS IN THIS BUSINESS? 


The first requisite for success in God’s business 
is holy enthusiasm. Why is it that people can be 
so enthusiastic over various things in this world, 
and yet there is so little enthusiasm among the 
people of God for that which is of supreme im- 
portance? What a privilege it is to be a co-work- 
er with God. How happy we should be that God 
has called us into this marvelous work. We 
should be go-getters for God. Every one of us 
should have a self-starter in this business. The 
most thrilling story in all the world is the story 
that we have to tell. Let us tell the world en- 
thusiastically about the Saviour who has done so 
much for us. 


Even more important than enthusiasm is the 
spirit of concern. Do we really love Jesus? Do 
we really love the lost? The language of love is 
understood everywhere and by everyone. We 
should appeal to the hearts of our fellows. There 
is nothing so impressive as this spirit of concern. 
Have we a real passion for souls? We need to 
have that passion which Moses had when he said 
“Yet now if Thou will forgive them their sin 
; and if not, blot me, I pray Thee, out of 
Thy book, which Thou hast written”. We need 
to have the tenderness and concern of Jeremiah: 
“Oh, that my head were waters, and mine eyes a 
fountain of tears, that I might weep day and 
night for the slain of the daughter of my people”! 
We need to have the passion of Paul when he 
says: “Brethren, my heart’s desire and prayer to 
God for Israel is, that they might be saved”, and 
when he says: “J say the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing me witness in the Holy 
Ghost that I have great heaviness and continual 
sorrow in my heart, for I could wish that a yself 
were accursed from Chrisi for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according to the flesh.” The Avostle 
Paul was willing to go to hell if thereby his re- 
lation might be saved. We read concerning our 
Saviour: “And when He was come near Ile be- 
held the city, and wept over it”. Do we ever 
weep over the cities of the world? Did you ever 
weep for your own city? One day toward the 
close of his life, D. L. Moody was out riding with 
a friend. Suddenly he stopped and with tears 
rolling down his cheeks he cried out from the 
depths of his heart: “Lord, stir the cities of 
America once more!” Should not we echo that 
prayer? 





Il. WHO ARE OUR PROSPECTS? 


Business men frequently have a list of pros- 
pects. Who are our prospects in doing business 
for God? First of all our relatives. One of the 
remarkable statements in the first chapter of 
John is the statement concerning Andrew: “He 
first findeth his brother Simon, and saith unto 
him, ‘we have found the Messias’”. We do not 
know very much about Andrew; in fact he is re- 
ferred to as “the brother of Simon Peter’, but 
the supreme thing about his life was that he 
brought his brother, Peter, to Jesus. We can all 
be Andrew Christians. We may not have out- 
standing talents, but we can all have the love of 
God in our hearts and witness for Jesus. It may 
be that we shall win a Simon Peter for the Lord. 
Who can estimate the value of Kimball’s work in 
introducing Moody to Jesus? Probably there is 
a. future Moody in your Sunday School class. 
Probably there is a David Livingston in the 
group to which you minister. Probably there is 
a Charles Finney going to be won for Jesus 
through the tracts that you distribute and the 
testimony that you give. Is there some mission- 
ary work that you can perform right in your 
own home, among your loved ones? Is_ there 
someone there that you can win for Jesus? 


Many years ago it was my joy to lead a young 
man to Christ. This young man afterwards be- 
came a missionary to India and did a great work 










in that land. He used to write inspiring lett 
telling of the souls won for Christ. When I 
ceived those letters I used to thank God for 
privilege of being his Andrew. The friends 
whom we come in contact in our work or 













































































ber the time when I met with the accident that — 
caused me to lose my hand.__I have felt that thie 
was a punishment that came upon me for making 
fun of you. I have been longing for some time 
to see you, to ask your forgiveness, and to request — 
your prayers.” Then he took out his Testament — 
and pointed me to a passage of Scripture that 
referred to the unforgivable sin. Roscoe felt — 
that he had committed this sin. I tried to ex. 
plain these passages to him. I told him that I ~ 
did not believe that his accident was a punish- 
ment, but that I did believe that the Holy Spirit 
was convicting him of sin and showing him 

way to Jesus. I sought to explain to him the 
way of salvation, and at last I asked: “Roscoe 
will you now accept Jesus as your Saviour?” 
With tears streaming down his cheeks, and grip- 
ping my hand he said: “I will”. We knelt to- 
gether and Roscoe prayed earnestly. When he 
stood up from his knees he smiled, through his 
tears, and said: “Thank God I know my sins 
are forgiven and that Jesus is mine.” Some 
years afterwards I came back to Portland and 
Roscoe called me on the telephone and said: 
“Paul, will you go with me tomorrow in my gaso- | 
line launch down the Columbia River?” “What 
is the matter Roscoe, have you backslidden?” 
“No”, he said, “I just want to celebrate”, and we 
celebrated by going out to the same place for a 
time of fellowship in prayer and conversation. 


Our prospects are also found outside of our re- 
lationship and circle of friends. As a matter of 
fact our opportunity is God’s measure of respon- 
sibility. Any person with whom we come in con- 
tact in business life, in social life, on trains or 
boats, during our vacation, is a legitimate pros- 
pect. We should prayerfully seek the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, that we may speak to the right 
one in the right way. 


IV. WHAT METHODS SHOULD WE USE IN 
THIS BUSINESS? 


The first essential requirement in successful soul 
winning is a vital Christian experience. It goes : 
without saying that we must have experienced 
regeneration and God’s keeping power in our own i 
lives. We must keep in vital fellowship with the 
Lord through prayer and testimony. Christ 
must live His life over again in our lives if we are 
going to be used for the Lord. There must bean ~~ 
unconscious influence going out from our lives : 
that somehow reminds people of Jesus. The 
Christian life from beginning to end is a miracle. 

The world must see evidences of the miraculous 

in our lives. It is through the Word of God and 

the disciples of Christ that the Holy Spirit con- S 
victs of sin. We are the salt of the earth. One x 
of the purposes of salt is to awaken thirst. ~~ 
There should be something about us that makes 
people thirsty for God and long to know the 
Christ who has done so much for us. 


Intercessory prayer is one of the essential 
things in soul winning. Every soul winner should 
have a prayer list with the names of those whom 
he desires to win for Christ. Prayer is the great- 
est power on earth. There will be people in 
heaven because we have prayed. If that is true, 
it is also a fact that there will be people lost be- 
cause we have neglected to pray.

He was a soul winner because 
he was a man of prayer.

(Synopsis of previous articles: How Mussolini conquered 
Italy: the return of the Jews to Palestine; the translation 
of the Saints; Daniel’s prophetic description of a dark and 
wicked personage to rise during the end of the present age 
to head a league of ten nations within the boundary of the 
Old Roman Empire: this wicked character is called the Anti- 


christ; He will be a Roman, and not a Jew as some pro-

PERSONAL CHARACTERISTICS 

Second Thessalonians says he shall be “the law- 
less one” and that he comes according to the 
working of Satan with “all power, signs and ly- 
ing wonders.” It also says that the Lord shall 
slay him with the breath of His mouth at the 
time of the Second Coming. 

Daniel referring to the destruction of the Anti- 
Christ says, ‘. . . yet he shall come to his end, 
and none shall help him.” Revelation says he is 
cast into the “bottomless pit.” 

Being the political sovereign over Jerusalem, 
he negotiates the covenant with “many” for the 

‘last week of Daniel’s seventy weeks. “In' the 
midst of the week”, after three-and-one-half 
years, he violates the agreement, demands hu- 
man worship, and that marks the beginning of 
the final “Great Tribulation” period of the age. 

Daniel 8:25, says, “And he shall magnify him- 
self in his heart...” At the time he exalts 
himself amd demands worship, Daniel explains 
that his “heart shall be against the holy covenant.” 

He will hate the living saints and do all in his 
power to destroy them. Revelation says, he 
“made war” on the saints, particularly those in 
Jerusalem. Daniel is equally specific, 7:25, 

“And he shall speak great words against 
the most High, and shall wear out the 
saints of the most High, and think to 
change times and laws; and they shall be 
given into his hands until a time and 
times and the dividing of time.” (Three- «+ 
and-one-half years.) 

Confirming this period of time, Revelation 13:5 
says it shall be forty-two months, which is exact- 
ly three-and-one-half years. 

Is the Anti-Christ living? I think so. 

Is MUSSOLINI 

the Anti-Christ? I do not know. I do know, 
however, that he possesses many of the char- 
acteristics of the Anti-Christ. I BELIEVE HE 
IS EITHER THE ANTI-CHRIST OR THE 
IMMEDIATE FORERUNNER, AND IS CON- 
SCIOUSLY OR UNCONSCIOUSLY MOLDING 
SENTIMENT, GETTING THE WORLD 
READY FOR THE COMING MAN OF SIN. 


Notice several of the characteristics possessed 
by Mussolini and compare them with the plain 
statements of Scripture descriptive of the Anti- 
Christ. 

Today, Mussolini is the world’s most popular 
man—the world’s ideal. Recently, 100,000 peo- 
ple gathered in the old Colosseum to do him 
honor. He was called “A Modern Julius Caesar.” 
He is the most feared and the most loved man in 
the world. 

The Literary Digest asks: “Is Mussolini mad?” 
The Cincinnati Post calls him a “mad ruler.” 
This Ohio paver continues; “A dramatic figure, a 
born actor, a master of epigram, ambitious as 
Napoleon, with the Caesars as his model, and 
with utmost confidence in his STAR OF DES- 
TINY, one may well ask: Where is this man 
headed?

Then, 
as if — by intuition with prophetic intelli- 
gence he said the greatest change in the history 
of Europe would take place between 1935 and 
1940. WHAT DID HE MEAN? 

Iron is associated with the name and nature 
of Mussolini. He says, “My father was a black- 
smith, and I have worked with him. He bent 
iron; mine is the harder task of bending souls.” 

Daniel described the “fourth beast” as being 
“dreadful and terrible, and strong exceedingly; 
and it hod GREAT IRON TEETH, ... ANDIT 
HAD TEN HORNS.” If Mussolini is to become 
the Anti-Christ, he will some day put IRON 
TEETH into a League of Ten Nations in cen- 
tral Europe. Let it be remarked that the Old 
Roman Empire, out of which the ten nations are 
to come, was represented by legs of IRON in the 
Image described. And Mussolini is a Roman 
after the order of the legs of iron. 

Observe a picture of Mussolini, note the fierce 

glare in his eyes, contemplate that his speeches 
reflect the force of his eyes, then read, Daniel 
7:8, 
“Another little, horn... before whom 
there were three of the first horns pluck- 
ed up by the roots; and behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of a man, 
and A MOUTH SPEAKING GREAT 
THINGS.” 

From an interview by a reporter published in 
the LONDON SUNDAY TIMES, we read: 

“All the world knows those pictures of 
the ‘Duce’, the flaming eyes, the stern 
mouth, hoisted chin and haughty ges- 
ture.” 

The following statements are taken from some 
of his recent speeches: 

“Violence is not immoral. On the con- 
trary, it is sometimes moral .. . Dis- 
cipline must be accepted. If not, it must 
be enforced. We must put aside the 
democratic dogma that one must forever 
proceed by sermonizing ... The Con- 
ference at Washington shared the fate 
of all conferences. It opened with great 
hopes, flashing before our eyes the pos- 
sibility of perpetual peace. But the 
concrete result dispelled those hopes. I 
must confess that I do not kelieve in 
perpetual peace.” 

Consider the “eyes of Mussolini”. We read 
about them all the time in popular magazin’s and 
the secular press. From the authorized, “Life of 
Benito Mussolini”, by Margherita G. Sarfatti, 
which contains an introduction by the Dictator, 
giving his approval to the book, we learn that as 
a boy he was “very naughty” troublesome and 
ready for any kind of mischief.” In the school- 
room, the writer says: 

he was often as not on all fours 
underneath the benches pinching the 
bare legs of the other boys and girls.” 
Also, “his face frightened them when- 
ever he wanted a thing, so determircd 
he looked, with his immense, dark, shin- 
as ye beneath the big bulging fore- 
ead. 


In a recent issue of the Literary Digest, we 
are informed: 

“It has been remarked by some who 
have studied many photographs of 
Mussolini since his accession to power— 
and they say that he is as devoted to the 
camera as the Kaiser used to be—that 
the desire to excite fear by facial ex- 
pression has settled into a permanent 
characteristic of his countenance before 
the camera and on public occasions; and 
it is this which is seized upon and trans- 
lated into pen-and-ink fantasy by car- 
icturists of the world. Signora Sarfatti 
relates that one little girl, the prettiest 
in the class, ‘stood in peculiar terror of 
him’. And no wonder, for ‘he would 
be on the watch for her in the fields, be- 
hind a bush, on her way to school, and 
would spring out upon her suddenly .. . 
Of a sudden he would kiss her, next 
moment catching hold of her two long 
plaits of hair making her play at being 
a horse while he drove her.’ ”

Only recently at a review of his air forces 
in northern Egypt, he did “stretch forth his 
hand” by lifting his arm as a signal and scores 
of airplanes raised instantly and circled over the — 
heads of the multitudes of eager people who were 
looking on. One writer in a prominent magazine 
was amazed at the sight and wrote that he was 
shocked to learn of the power there was to 
found in that thin white hand on that occasion. - 

That eventful day, the hand of Mussolini did 
“stretch forth on Egypt.” And more, for in a 
recent speech he said: 

“We must have the courage to say that 
Italy can not remain forever penned up 
in one sea, even if it is the Adraitic, 
Beyond the Adriatic there is the Medi- 
terranean and other seas which can in- 
terest us.” 

That the Anti-Christ will gain power by “flat- 
teries” is predicted in Daniel. This is another 
way for saying that he will be a diplomat. It is_ 
known and admitted by statesmen everywhere 


that Mussolini.is the keenest living diplomat. For 


his rare ability in this direction, Charles Evans 
Hughes recently praised him. Thomas Edison 
calls him, “the greatest European.” 

The word “league” appears in Daniel 11:23:

Many years ago I had been engaged to con- 
a holiness convention in one of the 
Churches in Baltimore. The pre- 

elder of the Baltimore district, how- 
decided that such conventions would not 


be for the best interests of the church and 
community, and notified the pastor that the 
church must not be used for any such gath- 
ering. Of course the pastor was compelled 
to obey the dictates- of his elder and notify 
the brethren that the convention must be de- 
clared off and cancelled the engagement. 
The elder who prevented our convention was 
afterward elected bishop. 


“There was a liftle mission conducted by 
the Holiness people in the City of Baltimore 
and when they heard I would not be allowed 
to preach in the Church they wrote, asking 
me to give them-the few days that I would 
have preached in the Church. I at once ans- 
wered the call and assured them that I would 
be there. 


“A number of humble people gathered at 
these meetings; there was earnest prayer, 
hungry hearts were fed and we were all 
blessed together. Sinners were converted, 
backsliders were reclaimed and believers were 
sanctified. 


I remembered very well that one evening af- 
ter the meeting had closed a very handsome 
boy, with an unusually classic pure face, 
came to me and, looking up with an eager- 
ness that profoundly impressed me, said, ‘I 
feel that I am called to preach the Gospel. I 
desire to go to school where I can be educat- 
ed and be prepared to preach in a spiritual 
atmosphere; a safe place for the development 
of my soul and spiritual life, along with my 
intellectual training.’ 


“I said to him without hesitation, ‘Asbury 
College at Wilmore, Ky., is the very place 
you are seeking.’ In due time the young 
brother showed up on the campus at Asbury, 
was enrolled, and turned out to be a very ex- 
cellent student. In due time he fell under 
deep conviction for full salvation and re- 
ceived a gracious baptism with the Holy 
Ghost in sanctifying power.

“The man to whom I refer in this chapter 
is Rev. E. Stanley Jones, D. D., the author of 
‘The Christ of the Indian Road.”

WHO IS E. STANLEY JONES? 
Dr. L. W. Munhall, world-known 
veteran of both the Civil War and the 
Cause of Christ, had one of the edit- 
ors of his magazine write, “At the 
missionary service of the New Jersey 
Conference, addressed by Bishop War- 
ner, when questions were being an- 
swered, we asked him if S. Stanley 
Jones could be considered a Modern- 
ist. He replied that Stanley Jones 
preached the unsearchable riches of 
Christ. We then added, “Stanley 
Jones went out from Asbury College 
with the doctrine and experience of 
entire sanctification.” Bishop War- 
ner replied, “It was that which made 
Stanley Jones what he is.” 


When the General Conference in- 
sisted that he accept the office of bis- 
hop, E. Stanley Jones said, “The Lord 
has told me if I would not accept the 
office of bishop He would walk with 
me through Asia.” It is said of him 
that he prays one and one-half hours 
every day. 


SO MUCH FOR THE AUTHOR, 
pe LET US CONSIDER THE 
OOK. 


The author has absorbed the rhy- 
thmic styles of writing which charac- 
terizes Hindu literature. One’s heart 
is warmed as he reads the tender and 
eloquent language used to describe 
India’s need of the Cross. 

It is refreshing to learn that the 
people of India as a whole respect the 
message of the Cross. The author 
says that in nine years of constant 
preaching of the old-fashioned Gos- 
pel, not one of his meetings have been 
broken up. 


Let it be remembered that the book 
is not primarily a work on theology. 
It is inspirational and educational. 
However, from the standpoint of the- 
ology, it rings true to the great doc- 
trines of the Faith. Attention is 
called to a few statements’ selected at 
random, giving the author’s attitude 
toward the “Faith once delivered.”

“J had a long interview with him, 
found him of average intelligence, of 
rather a lovable disposition, of medio- 
ere spiritual intuitions, and heard 
him swear in good, round English!” 


India must see Jesus through her 
own eyes—must meet Him in her own 
way, upon the Indian Road. We can- 
not pour India into the molds of 
Western Civilization. Consequently 
Dr. Jones is not certain the old mis- 
sionary program of the Church will 
win. but he believes Christ will con- 
quer the thought of India. 


One is impressed with the intelli- 
gence of the Indian people. The 
book presents an entirely different 
picture of that great mass of people 
than the average missionary portrays 
by telling only of their faults. There 
is dormant in the soul of India tre- 
mendous forces that will be awakened 
and purified, once she sees and ac- 
cepts the Cross. 


India’s changes are wrought not 
by mechanically blocked-out organi- 
zations, but rather by the contagion 
of ideas handed from mind to mind. 
The present change of attitude to- 
ward Christianity is psychological 
and spiritual. India is certain to re- 
ject much of the machinery of the 
church program, but at last she is 
now distinguishing between denomi- 
nationalism and theology ABOUT 
Christ, and Christ Himself. Her 
eyes are opening and she is beginning 
to see HIM in her own way, as the 
solution of her problems, the heal- 
er of her ills, as He walks upon the 
Indian Road. Thank God for men 
like Dr. Jones who are helping to 
hasten the day when India will walk 
with the Christ of the Indian Road— 
“WHAT A WALK IT WILL BE.”

In the ninth chapter of Daniel, the prophet 
comes 


Back TO ISRAEL 
With “fasting and sack cloth and ashes” he 
prays for his own. The first ninteen verses are 
devoted to an eloquent prayer which climaxes 
with a terrific heart appeal: 


“O Lord, hear; O Lord forgive; O Lord, 
hearken and do; defer not for thine own 
sake, O my God.”

Daniel is then informed that at “the time of 
the end” there shall be great suffering for Israel, 
such as there never was for any nation.
